The History and Present Condition of «a Pe- 
cullar Trade. 


. 


Of the two firms in London—and there 
are only two—to whom the foreign leoches 
aro consigned from Hamburg,one practices 
asa dontal surgeon arid the other sells 
pipes, tobacco and other trifles, Both are of 
sulliciont atanding to recall /es beau + jours 
pesses of tho trade, the great times of in- 
discriminate blood-letting, when, whether 
tho patient suffered from a black ‘eye, a 
head-ache, a liver, or a heart) he* lost'a 
couple of ounces of blood and was doclared 
to be better, Now scagcely. one is used 
whore a contury ago whupdregl flourished, 
and the sixpenny leech of even so recent a 
dato as 1860 has fallon to something less 
than a half-penny at wholesale price. No 
complotor cr of the popularity of the 
leech with the early practitionor can be af- 
forded than by the fact that the verb ‘to 
leocli’ moans to treat with modicine and to 
bleed, while the doctor himself, evenso 
late as the days of Shakespeare, borrowed 
the name of his favorito instrument of 
healing. Tho slender, meagre, hungry 
leech comes from Turkey, within a radius 
of 60 miles from Constantinople, and from 
Buda-Pesth, where the country people 
bring them in like water-cress, by thous- 
ands from the ditches and soll them te the 
dealors.. They are found there in all ditches 
and pouds, and wherever thoré is'a puro 
running. water, weed for shelter and muddy 
banks and bottoms. Thoy aro,asa rulo,net- 
ted in nets prepared with bait, though we are 
also informed that it is notraré for the har- 
dy peasant to walk barelogged through the 
water and strip them olf as fast as they:can 
adhere to the calf. However, they are 
caught—by plain, honest fishing or b 
human artifice—from Buda-Pesth, without 
distinction of age or size,» they travel to 
Hamburg, where they liein vast ponds or 
reseryoirs until the time for their selection 
arrives.» In these reservoirs they Jie 
generally for a year, and during. all that 
timo, if they are properly cared for, they 
should receiye no food, or rather no more 
than they can find for themselves in the 
water, But this is a rule that is not always 
observed as it “should be, for there are 
many mérchants who give them blood, and 
some liver,and some, so that all tastes may 
be'satisfied, the entire’ body of_a horse 
thrown among thom ; and the Tesult that 
on arrival inthis country their appotites 

are fatigued, and they are found to need 
certain stimulants. to performance, From 
Hamburg, when their time of probation. is 
over, they are imported here direct in bags 
and boxes, and at the back of the surgery 
in Pentonville or among the pipes and 
tobacco of Houndsditch they lie in shallow 
earthen vessels tightly covered with gauze 
or linen, the halting stage on the way to 
the wholesale druggist and .the hospital. 
With the importer they rarely"tarry for 
more than four or five days, but are sont 
oub/almost as fast as they conje in, in small 
wooden boxes similar to those used ‘by 
fruiterers for honeycomb. ‘From the whole- 
sale droggist they! pass again to the chemist 
and apothecary,and when the. perils of 
travel and the variations of climatethey go 
through are considered, the intending pur- 
chaser must not be.surprisedif. he finds 
himself asked sixpence for an animal that 
cost the first dealer a shilling for a couple 
of hundred, Many dio on the voyage and 
many in the short time they remain with 
the importer, and though in theory thie 
selected’ leech will stand anextreme of heat 
or cold)’ many of the five‘and-twenties' and 
fifties ordered by tho chemist, carefully 
treated'as they are, donot live’ to fulfil 
what seems to be the sole reason of ‘their 
existence—that .of drawing blood: |) The 
leech should never properly be applied more 
than once, and can be.applied anywhere. 
It fills in about a quarter of an hour, and 
will absorb altogethor from forty to eightyr 
five grains of blood, or inall about half an 
ounce. There is an ingenious instrument 
known as thw artificial leech, once occasion- 
ally used, but new scarcely ever met with, 
Tt consists Of a small, sharp’ steel cylinder 
worked by a spring, with which a circular 
incision 18 made, aud with an interior glass 
cylinder capable of being exhausted “by a 
piston worked by a screw, It is nota good 
instrument, and’ is, as\ we say, not used 
now. There. isa specimen to be seen in 
the museum of the College of Surgeons 
among the ‘* Surgical Instrument Series.”’ 
In England there isa less powerful species 
commonly found, though now never used. 
It is known as the horso leech, from its 
habits of attacking the mombranes lining 
the mouth and nostrils of animals drinking 
at the pools it haunts, It is in its way 
yenomous, and,when applied to the human 
subject, inflammation, leading to orysipelas, 
has been known to follow ite bite. There 
must be something in our waters unfayor- 
able to the growth and culture ‘of. the 
parasite, for-nobwonly~is tho indigenous 
eech uselesi, arid indeed harmful) but tho 
foreign specimens which efforts have been 
j made to accliniatize’ have ‘never come to 
| any good. Thirty years ago a Pepminent 
English firm projected and founded a farm 
at Norwood for the breeding und cultiva- 
tion of the’ Turkish and’ Hungarian leech, 
but, either from ignorarice of treatment or 
changefulness of climate, they all sickened 
and died, and the scheme collapsed,—

The Incas Skilled in Metals. 

At the titne of Pizarro's conquest there 
Wore sent to Spain remarkable picces of 
gold and silver work, . This trade wasa 
monopoly of the crown. The Inca and his 
fuinily encouraged these artificors, Gold 
was hammered inté the thinness of the 
invest novo paper, arid with a porfection of 
delicacy, It,was used to cover tho roof, of 
® house or the side ot a temple, ora litter, 
which looked like gilt work, but were real- 
ly of beaten gold. Of this were cast and 
moulded figures of animals and human be- 
1ngé and vegetable products; an ear of corm 
was rendored perfectly, even to its taseols 
of silk, Gold_ butterflies were pretty toys 
that, thrown into the air, would fly 15 or 
20 feot before alighting, their wings being 
arranged so as to float, them: The work- 
manship of these gave value to. the tiny 
amount of metal used. One Spanish Colo- 
nol of late times who had accumulated 6,000 
of these butterflies from ancient tombs, de- 
fired, to sell them, and found they wero 
worth $200 in silvor, there being only, 1bo. 
worth of yold employed in each. Speci- 
mens of thin modern filagrée work in silver 
were displiyod, resombling*the beat work 
of Genoa and Stockholm.

the soil of eur reserve is owned in common 
by tho whole nation, but tho reserve has 
long since beon surveyed into lots just as it 
has boen in other parts of the country, and 
theso lots or farms are hold asthe individual 
property of the occupants, The Indians 
have boon for years buying and selling these 
farms among thomselves, just as farios are 
bought and sold among the whites, the only 
restriction being that thoy shall not be sold 
out of the Six Nations, so that at the pro- 
sent‘day the more thrifty and industrious 
Indians have 200 or 300 or more acres while 
the worthless Indians haye nono. If, 
therefore, the present bill becomes law, 
with the property qualifications attachod,as 
it is among the whites,only the moro intelli- 
gent and industrious Indiana will gain the 
franchise,and thore is not a single privilege, 
or right, or a dollar that can be affected by 
the Superintendent-Gonoral,or by the Gov, 
ernment, were an Indian to yote against the 
Government. The votes of these people 
would therefore be thoroughlyjndependent, 
As to tho offect upon the) Indians of the 
passage of the bill, in hy humble opinion 
nothing that-has ever been proposed for 
the benefit of Indians will accomplish so 
much for their good as this measuro, if it 
becomes law. For while our presont Do- 
puty Superintendent-General has always

COUNTY COUNCIL, 


FRIDAY MORNING. 

The Council resumed at 10 a, m. 

Mr. Ashley moved the Gouncil into 
Committee of the Whole upon” By-laws. 
Mr, Caskey in the chair, 

A By-law entitled, a By-law to equalize 
the assessment of the minor municipalities 
of the County, passed its second reading, 
when the Vommittée rose and reported 
progress. 

The Committee on Roads and Bridges 
resumed. 

Messrs. Ashley and Vermilyea moved that 
no action be taken on petitions asking for 
grants for roads and bridges in the various 
municipalities—Carried, 

The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress, 

A deputation consisting of Major J. W. 
Dunnet, Mayor of the City, John Bell, Esq. 
Q. C., Lieut.-Col Brown, of the 49th Batt. 
Licut. Col Lazier,of the 15th Batt., and Lieut. 
J. W. Johnston, entered. The deputation 
Were accompanied by Col. Ross, Mayor of 
Picton, Mr. Low, Q. C., and Mr. Merrill. 

On motion of Mr. Ashley the deputation 

was heard, and Col. Brown, the first speak- 
er to address the Council; called attention 
to the short time which the men of this 
city had for preparing for the campaign, 
and the valor with which they had repulsed 
the enemy, and submitted to the hardships 
of the march and camp life. He thought 
the people of the city and county could not 
do too much, to show ‘heir Appreciation of 
their services on their return, and felt sure 
the county would readily aid the city, in 
giving the volunteers a reception. 
Mayor Dunnet said he felt sure the sub- 
ject was one which would only have to be 
mentioned, to enlist the sympathies of nut 
only the Council, but the individual mem- 
bers. The brave men ofgthe 1bth Batt., 
and those who formed the company of the 
49th, should have a warm reception and he 
was confident they should get it. 

Ald. J. W. Johnson said the men at the 
front were our representatives, The rights 
of the people had been threatened and 
these brave volunteers had undertaken to 
represent the poople and fight their battles, 
and it was but right that the people express 
thoir appreciation of the heroic act. ‘The 
charge of **A” and “GO” companies of the 
Midland Battalion had, ho believed, avert- 
ed an Indian war, as it turned the tide of 
the battle and settled tho rebellion, and 
now the county was asked to join with the 
city in recognizing their vallor.

Mr. Duncan asked Mr. Murphy if he 
would be willing to refund the grant to 
the Council in case the Dominion Goyern- 
ment made an appropriation to aid the 
municipality in the small-pox troubles. 

Mr. Murphy replied that he would not. 

Mr. Duncan said he thought the munici- 
pality was in a fair way of having its entire 
bill payed at the expense of outside parties, 

Messrs. Kavanagh and Ay)sworth mov- 
ed for the reconsideration of the resolution, 
providing that grants already made to the 
northern municipalities be eonsidered as 
part of the grant provided for in the eati- 
mates. 

The motion was defeated through not 
receiving the votes of the majority of the 
Council, as the rules directed.

All stimulants are injurious in their effects 
upon the human system; whiskey is a stim- 
ulant; tea is also a stimulant, therefore, 
both whisky and tea are equally injurious 
to the human systein, and wo should use 
the same method of moral suasion to in- 
duce mankind to give up the use of the one 
as we should to give up the use of the oth- 
er.

Text, Esther iv.,14: ‘* Who knoweth whetb- 
er thou art come to the kingdom for such a time 
as this?”

‘The great oudiences are not gathered 
in the Christian churches; the great audiences 
are gathered in temples of sin—tears of unutter- 
able woe their baptism, the blood of crushed 
hearts the awful wine of their sacrament, blas- 
phemies their litany, and the groans of the lost 
world the organ dirge of their worship, 

Again, if you want to be qualified to meet the 
duties which this age demands of you, you must 
on the one hand avoid reckless iconoclasm and 
on the other hand not stick too much to things 
because they are old. The nir is full of new 
plans, new projects, new theories of govern 
ment, new theologies, and [am amused to see 
how so many Christians want only novelty in 
order to recommend a thing to their confidence ; 
and so they vacillate and swing to and fro, and 
they are useless and they are unhappy. New 
plans—secular, ethical, philosophical, religious, 
cis-Atlantic, translantio—long enough to make 
a line reaching from the German universities to 
Great Sale Lake City. Ah, my brother, do not 
take hold of a thing merely because it ia new. 
Try it by the realities ofa Judgment Day. 
But, on the other hand, do not adhere to any- 
thing merely because it 1 old.. There is not a 
single enterprise ot the Church or the world but 
has sometimes been scoffed at. 

There wasatime When men derided even 
Biblo societies, and when a few young men met 
near a haystack in Massachusetts and organized 
the first missionary society ever organized in 
the country there went laughter and ridicule all 
around the Christian Church, They said the 
undertaking was preposterous. And so also the 
work of Jesus Christ was assailed. People 
cried out: ‘Who ever heard of such theories 
of ethics and government? Who ever noticed 
such a style of preaching as Jesus has? Ezekiel 
had talked of mysterious wings and wheels, 
Here came a man from Capernaum and Gennes- 
aret, and He drew his illustrations from the 
lakes, from the sand, from the ravine, from the 
lilies, from the cornstalks. How the Pharisees 
scoffed! And Herod derided! How Judas 
hissed! And this Jesus they plucked by the 
beard and they spat in His face, and they call 
ed Him “ this fellow !" All the great enterprises 
in and out of the church have at times been 
scoffed nt, and there have been a great multitude 
who have thought that the chariot of God’s truth 
would fall to pieces if it once got out of the old 
rut. And so there are those who have no patience 
with anything like improvement in church archi 
tecture, or with anything like good, hearty, 
earnest church singing, and they deride any 
form of religious discussion which goes down 
walking among every-day men rather than that 
which makes an excursion on rhetorical astilta, 
Oh, that the Church of God would wake up to 
on adaptability of werk! We inust admit the 
simple fact that the churches of Jesus Christ in 
this day do not reach thegreat masses, There 
are fifty thousand people in Edinburgh who uev- 
er bear the Gospel.

The Railway Kesolutions, 


Notice was given in the House of Coin- 
mons last night of a series of resolutions 
providing for subsidios to railway compan- 
iod, The most important of these respects 
the North Shore road, For months past the 
Quebec people have urged the extension, 
cither by purchase or lease of the North 
Shore, or by the construction of a new line, 
of the Canada Pacitic to that port, and in 
this view the Government and Parlia- 
ment have concurred, believing that an 
independent outlet for the products of 
the Great West should be had ab Quebec 
asjwell as at Montreal. Several schemes to 
this end have been mooted, among others, 
that the North Shore road should be pur- 


frou « knife wound in the intestines and spine, ; chhsed by the Government and leased to 


the Canada Pacific, that a second line should 

be built to Quebec froin Lachute,and that a 
joint ranning arrangement should be made 
between the Grand Trunk and Canada Paci- 

fic companies by which both of these roads 
would have access to Quebec and that port be 
given the advantage of the dual connection. 

The Government does not propose to defi- 
nitely accopt either of there propositions, 

while rejecting noe, but intends to take 
such measures as will onsure a satisfactory 
solution of the question in the. interoat of 
the trade of Quebec. In order to accom- 
plish this, it is provided in the resolutions 
that the Governor-in-Council may grant 
such further subsidy for the extension of 
the Canadian Pacitic to Quebec as will make 
the grant in all for that purpose $1,500,- 
000, and the resolution goes on to say; 
—**But if the said Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way fails within the period of two months 
from the passing of the act based on these 
resolutions to obtain such access to the 
harbor of Quebec, either by purchasing or 
obtaining control of the North Shore rail- 
way, or by making with the owners of 
said railway such arrangemonts, subject to 
the approval of the Governor-in-Council,as 
will enable the Canadian Pacific railway to 
obtain accoss thereto and allow the trains 
thereof to pass as freely to and from the 
said harbor as if the said railway formed 
part of the matin line of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway,” the subsidies of a million and 
a half shall be devoted to the construction 
of an independent line to Quebec in ex- 
tension of the Canadian Pacilic to that 
port ; so that, while no final conclusion is at 
this time reached, means are taken for giy- 
ing to Quebec, within two months of the 
close of the session, an independent con- 
nection with the great national highway. 

Another important road proposed to be 
aided by the resolutions is that from River 
du Loup or River Ouvlle to Edmunston, 
wliere connection is made by the New Brun- 
swick R'y to St. John. The Quebec Leg- 
islature has already granted a land subsidy 
to this line and the Dominion Parliament a 
money subsidy of $3,200 4 mile, and it is 
now proposed to supplement this subven- 
tion with a further grant of $2,800 a mile 
fora distance of 7) miles, and of $6,000 a 
mile for a distance of 8 miles. By the con- 
| struction of this road Quebee will be brought 
about 120 miles nearer St.John than by the 
Intercolonial R’y and an important local 
| traflic will be developed. 

The third resolution relates to the short 
line from Montreal to the Maritime Pro- 
vinices, and provides for a subsidy of $250, - 
000 per annum for twenty years for the 
construction of a railway to St. John and 
Oalifax via Sherbrooke, Moose Head lake 
and Mattawamkeag. Last session, it will be 
remembered, a grant of $170,000 a year for 


fifteen years was given to this enterprise,and 10, 


this has now been supplemented by a fur- 


ther subsidy of $80,000 a year and the exten- |'11, 


sion of the period of the grant by five years. 
The importance of this work need not be 
dwelt upon at this time, but it may bo re- 
called that the construction of the road will 
effect a saving of some three hundred and 
odd miles from Montreal to St. John, and 
of nearly two hundred miles to Halifax, as 
compared with the present route. —Mont- 
real Gazetle, June 12,

Senator Thurman is ono of 
the bust Irench scholars among the politi- 
cians, and this recalls to my mind the story 
I hayo heard somewhere as to how he got 
this knowledge of the language. Senator 
‘Thurman learned French a8 & boy in the 
little Ohio town of Chillicothe, and a 
pretty romance clusters around his require- 
ment of it, Mr. Thurman's father was a 
Baptist preacher who, when his yoy Allen 
Was sovon years old, moved frofi Lynch- 
burg, Va., to Chillicothe, O, and there 
taught school and started o small woollen 
manufactory.

Breaking up the Old Stevens Battery, 

If any of the millionaires who are owners 
of the new Queen Anne cottages at Baby- 
lon, Bay Shore,or some of the other resorts 
on Long Island, says a Boston paper, were 
to be told that their handsome woodwork 
finishings are merely remnants of the old 
Stevens battery,the statement would prob- 
ably be received with many doubts. Yet 
such is the fact, | When Mr. Stevens pre- 
sented the famous vessel to the state of 
New Jersey, the United States government 
decided that a man-of-war could not be ac- 
cepted as the individual property of any 
state. Mr. Stevens then offered it to the 
national government, but it was refused 
as being inadequate to perform the duties 
required of a war slip. Several suits fol- 
lowed this decision between the estate of 
Mr. Stevens and the state of New Jersey, 
which claimed that, although it could not 
hold the vessel, it was entitled to its value 
in inoney. ‘The final decision was in favor 
of the state, and the Stevens battery as it 
stood on the ways, was sold to William 
E. Laimbeer of New York city, for $55,- 
000. He was given six months in which 
to remove his purchase, but for half of 


of that time he turned it over to the 
Stevens institute for the use of its schol- 
ars. In consequence, President R. H. 


Thurston was able to give his pupils three 
months of most interesting practical study. 
The dismantling of the hull occupied the 
balance of the time allotted to the pur- 
chaser. On no day during this period were 
there less than forty men at work, while at 
times the number ran up to one hundred. 
The woodwork was all found to be of the 
finest Georgia pine, in a high state of pres- 
ervation, ‘That used in the sides of the 
hull was in layers to a thickness of 5 feet 6 
inches, These layers were dovetailed to- 
gether and secured by bolts four feet long. 
In and around these joinings, creosote was 
packed in large quantities ; and, although 
this wood had been in place for more than 
years, it was found to be in better condi- 
tion than when freshly cut. All the skill 
of the workmen and the strength of the 
tools could not force the layers of wood 
apart, and the work was finally done | by 
burping. It was found to be exceedingly 
dry and susceptible of high polish, and, as 
has been stated, a large quantity of it has 
been used in the new cottages built and 
building on the south shore of Long Island. 

From the hold were taken two engines 
of 6,000 horse power each, made expressly 
for use in a twin screw vessel and therefore 
worthless. These were broken up and sold 
to the Delameter iron works, from whence 
they came. In addition to the two propel- 
ling engines there were 16 driving engines, 


| which were preserved intact and taken to 
’ coal mines in Pennsylvania, whore they are 


still used as superior to any new inventions. 
Over 2,000 tons of iron plate were taken 
from the battery and sold to the Catausagua 
iron works in Pennsylvania, and 33 per cent. 
of it was re-rolled in this country ; the bal 
ance was sent abroad. The bolts used in 
the construction of the vessel were made in 
Scotland for that purpose, and possessed 
unusual tensile qualities. These were in 
good condition after their long years of ser- 
vice, and were shipped to England, where 
they were used in the manufacture of bar- 
rels for the sportsman 8 shotgun. The bolt 
hoads were bought by & nickel plater, who 
sold them toa patriotic public. 

When all the valuable articles had been 
carted away the two pointed ends of the 
boat were chopped off, and the immennse 
hull (over 400 ft. long) was parted by its

We greeted 
each other, and after shaking hands took 
our seats. What his feelings were I do 
not know. Being a man of much dignity 
and with an impenetrable face it was im- 
possible to say whether he felt inwardly 
glad that the end had finally come, or 
whether he felt sadly over the result, and 
Was too manly to show it. Whatever his 
feolings wore, they were entirely concealed 
from observation ; but my own feelings, 
which had been quite apparent on the 
receipt of his letter, were sad and de- 
pressed. I felt like anything rather 
than rejoicing at the downfall of a foe 
that had fought so long and gallantly, and 
had suffered so much fora cause which I 
believed to be one of the worst for which a 
people eyer fought, and for which there was 
not the least pretext. I do not question, 
however, the sincerity of the great mass of 
those who were opposed to us, Gen. Lee

Miriam claps her cymbals and sings: ‘The 
horse and the rider hath he thrown into the 
sea,” St. Joho, describing Christ as coming 
forth from conquest to conquest, represents him 
as seated on a white horse In the parade of 
heaven the Bible mokes us hear the clicking of 
hoofs on the golden pavemont as it saya: ‘The 
armies which were in heaven followed him on 
white horses,’ 

Ax tho Bivle makes a favorite of the horse, 
the patriarch and the prophot and the evan: 
Relist and the apostle stroking his sleck hide, 
lifting his exquisitely formed hoof, and listen- 
ing with a thrill to the champ of his bit, so all 
great natures in all ages have spoken of him in 
encomiastio torms. Virgil in his Georgics al- 
mout coases to plagiarize from the description of 
Job, The Duke of Wellington would not allow 
any one irreverently to touch his old war horse, 
Copenhagen, on whom he had ridden fifteen 
hours without dismounting at Waterloo, and 
when old Copenhagen died hia master ordered a 
military salute tired over his grave.

cumstances gointoa lottery wher there are 
twenty blanks to one prize. In the severe tog 
of life you want more than glitter and splash, 
Life is not a ballroom where the muste decides 
tho step, and bow and prance and graceful 
sawing of long trail can make up for strong com- 
mon sense, You mightas well go among the 
gayly-painted yachts of a summer regatta to 
find war vessels, as to go among the light spray 
of the summer watering place to find ¢haracter 
that can stand the test of the groat struggle of 
human life. Ah, in the battles of life you want 
a stronger weapon than a lace fan or & croquet 
wallet! The load of lifeis so heavy that in 
order to draw it you want a team stronger than 
one made up of a masculine grasshopper and a 
fomine butterfly, If there is any man in the 
colnmunity that excites my contemptind that 
ought to excite the contempt of every nan and 
woman itis the soft-handed, soft-headed fop, 
who, perfumed uutil the air is actually sick, 
spends his summer in taking killing attitudes, 
and waving sentimental adious, and talking in- 
finitesimal nothings, and finding his beayen in 
the set of a lavender kid glove, .

Yyu might as well 
say: “I propose nowto give alittle rest to 
my digestive organs, and instead of eating 
heavy meat and vegetables, I will, for a little 
while, take lighter food—a little strychnine 
and a fow grains of ratsbane.” Literary poison 
in August is as as literary poison in De- 
cember, Mark that. Do not let the frogs and 
the lice of a corrupt printing press jump and 
crawl into your Saratoga trank or White moun- 
tain valise, Would it not be an awful thing for 
you to be struck with lightning some day when 
you had in your hand one of these paper-covered 
romances—the hero a Parisian roue, the heroine 
an unprincipled flirt—chapters in the book that 
you would not read to your children at the rate 
of $100 a line. Throw outall that stuff from 
your summer baggage. Are there not good books 
thatare casy to read—books of entertaining 
trayel, books of congenial history, books of pure 
fun, books of poetry ringing with merry canto, 
books of fine engraving, books that will rest the 
mind as well as purify the heart and elevate 
the whole life! My hearerr, there will not be 
ad hour between this and the day of your death 
when you can afford to read a book lacking in

T 
am told that it is becoming more and more fash- 
ionable for women to drink. care not how 
well a woman may dress, if she has taken enough 
of wine to flush her check and ut glassiness on 
her eyes, she is intoxicated. She may be hand- 
ed into a $2,500 carriage and have diamonds 
anopeH to confound the Tiffanya—sho is intoxi- 
cated. She may be a graduate of Packer Insti- 
tute, and the daughter of some man in danger of 
being nominated for the Presidency—she is 
AP You may have a larger vocabulary 
than I haye, and you may say in regard to her 
that sheis “convivial,” or she ig ‘werry,” or she 
is “festive,” orshe is ‘‘exhilarated,” but you 
cannot with all your garlands of verbiage cover 
up the plain fact’that it is an old-fashioned case 
of drunk. Now, the watering places are full of 
temptations to men and women to tipple. At 
the close of the ten-pin or billiard game they 
tripple. At the close of the cotillion they tipple. 
Seated on the piazza cooling themselyes off t ey 
tipple. The tingled glasses come around with 
bright straws and they tipple, Iirst they take 
‘light wines,” as they call them, but * light 
wines” are heavy enough to debase the appetite.

A Wonderful Cow. 


We clip the following from the Napanee 
Standard ;—‘‘ Mention was made in the 
Standard last week of a valuable Holstein 
cow which was being shipped from the 
celebrated stock farm of H. M. Williams, 
Picton, to Mr. W. R. Membery, of the 
Campbell House, for exhibition. The ani- 
mal arrived by boat about noon last Satur- 
day, and we have since had opportunity of 
witnessing her milk-producing powers, 
which prove to be something remarkable. 
Her milk record from noon on Saturday 
up to noon on Thursday is as follows :

It has to be taken into account in con- 
sidernig this record that the animal was 
laboring under the disadvantage of the re- 
moval, change of care, change of milkers, 
change of pasture, etc., but with all these 
drawbacks the milk produced, besides being 
extraordinary in quantity, has been re- 
markable in richness and in the volume 
and quantity of cream. Mr. Membery con- 
fidently expects that within a day or two, 
when the cow feels a little more at home, 
her milk product will run over 80 lb per 
day. That her milk is rich in butter, may 
be judged from the fact that for the seven 
days preceding her removal to Napanee 
the yield of butter was 18 lb, a record un- 
excelled so far as we are aware in this part 
of Oanada. The cow is in most respects a 
fine looking animal, one whose very appear- 
ance creates a favorable impression. Mr. 
Williams, the owner, prizes her very high- 
ly, believing her to be the best -milker in 
Canada to-day of anybreed. He paid $1,- 
000 for her two years ago, and a couple of 
days before sending her to Napanee he re- 
fused twice that sum for her, She will re- 
main in Napanee fora week or ten days 
longer, and we would advise all farmers 
and others interested to call and see her 
milked and be convinced of the advantage 
of owning such stock instead of the com- 
mon animals so prevalent around here, 
The time is coming when farmers will have 
to do more stock raising than at present, 
and when it gets down to a question as to 
whether the cow that produces 17 or 18 
pounds of rich butter per weok and ono 
giving perhaps not half that amount is tho 
most profitable animal to keep, we think 
there should be no difficulty in making a 
choice. We advise every farmer to call at 
the Campbell House and see this extraor- 
dinary animal before she is returned to her 
owner.” This cow will be at the farm of 
Mr. A. B, Mallory, lot 14, 4th con. of Sid-
